Tike {main business before the 
provincial house last week was 
the presentation off the budget fori 
the present year by the provincial 
treasurer Hon. R. G. Reid. 

For tike first time since the pres( 
ent government came into power] 
a surplus is estimated on the 
year's working. W,hile a deficit! 
was estimated for last year, tiie 
year ended with a surplus ol 
$188,019. This year tike surplus! 
is estimated at $21,989.48. An ex¬ 
traordinary expenditure ofl 
13jO,OO0 is provided for the cost^ 
of the general election, w/hich will 
occur (prior to August. 

While tihie net debt of the prov¬ 
ince had increased over eighteen 
millions during the past five years, 
over sixteen 'millions of the in¬ 
crease had been due to commit¬ 
ments entered into by tihe former 
administration, and which had to 
be carried out. These are princi¬ 
pally railways and irrigation.

Alberta Forging Ahead 

(Last year, said Mr. Reid, saw 
a repetition of good crops and 
fair prices for farm; produce. New. 
cd-opierative marketing services 
were successfully fostered and in¬ 
augurated. Discoveries of oil and 
wet gas had inspired confidence 
in heavy oil deposits in the prov¬ 
ince. 

Salt wells in the north were 
shipping salt by the carload. 
Sugar beet production last year 
supported a million-dollar factory. 
These were but a few evidences 
that the province had entered up¬ 
on a new e pocJhi of expansion. The 
year 11935 was a good one in the 
various lines of activity which 
usually engaged the people of the 
province. 

The total value of agricultural 
products in 1925 Ihiad been $254,- 
992,065. Mineral production to¬ 
talled in the salme year $25,005,- 
718. 

Allberta in 1925 led all Canada 
in the production of coal, crude 
oil, and natural gas. 

That paper could be successful¬ 
ly made filclmi cereal straw had 
been .successfully demonstrated.

Man Against Man 


There were (mlore than two 
thousand souls in the great cara¬ 
van which reached over miles of 
springy turf and fat creek lands. 
There were more than a thousand 
children, more than a hundred 
babie s in arms, mJoire tlh/an fifty 
marriageable maids pjursued by 
avid swaine. There were bold soluls 
and weak, strong teams and weak, 
heavy loads and light loads, 
neighbor groups and coteries of 
kindred blood or kindred spirits.

lank men of the Liberty, trudging 
alongside their swaying ox teams 
with many a monotonous “Gee- 
whoafblaw! Git along thar, ye 
Buck an’ iStar!’’ So soon they 
passed the fork where the road to 
Oregon left the trail to Santa Fe; 
topped the divide that held them 
back frolm the greater valley of 
the Kaw. 

Noon of the fifth day brought 
them to tihte swollen flood of the 
latter streajm), at the crossing 
known as Papin’s Perry. Here the 
semicivilized Indians and traders 
had a single rude ferryboat, a 
scow operated in part by setting 
poles, in part by the power of 
the stream against a cable. The 
noncommittal Indians would give 
no counsel as to fording. They 
had ferry fcSre to gain. Word 
passed that there were other fords 
a few miles hijgjher upi. A general 
indicision existed, and now the 
train began to pile up on the 
soufth bank of tjhle river. 

Late in the aftemoion the scout, 
Jackson, came riding back to the 
herd where Banion was at work, 
Jerking up his horse in n opleas- 
ed frame of mind. 

“Will,” said he, “leave the 
boys ride now an’ clo/mem on up

“It’s nigh about time,’’ said 
Will Banion, quietly. 

They rode side bly side, past (mlore 
than a mile of the cohered wajgoss 
now almost end to end, the col- 
u|mns continually closing up. At 
the bnak of the river, at tbeh fer 
ry heal, they found a group of fif- 
tymen. The ranks iojpened sa Ban¬ 
ion and Jackson approached, but 
Bani'ooi made no attempt to join 
a council to which he had not' 
been bidden. 

A half dozen (civilized Indians'

Thus, it* a tree one mile away is 
observed through a telescope 
magnifying twenty times, it will 
a/pipear as if only one-twentietli of 
a mile distant. This property en¬ 
ables the surveyor to read marks 
on IliSs rods which otherwise be in- ; 
visible to him. 

Th e telescope oif a surveying* in¬ 
strument to be accurately pointed 
in a given direction. In this way 
it performs the same function as 
the sights of a rifle with far 
greater precision of course than 
would ever be possible with bare 
sigihtts. Indeed, before the inven- 
ticln of th e telescope, astronomers 
and surveyors had to employ bars 
fitted (with sights to make their 
observations. 

Telescopes, like people, may be 
good or bad. It is necessary that 
tllile surveyor be provided with 
with gjood ones if he is to make 
accurate maps. 

In connection with tli e work of 
mapping our Dominion carried on 
by the Topographical Survey, De¬ 
partment of the Interior, a physi¬ 
cal testing' laboratory is main¬ 
tained at Ottawa, where, among 
other things, tllile telescopes o’fi all 
instruments intended to be used 
by the surveyors are tested be¬ 
fore they are accepted from the 
instrument makers. The test is 
severe, and the telescopes must 
rigidly meet the required spec¬ 
ifications to pass. By this means, 
inferior instruments are at once 
detected and much expense and 
annoyance is saved that would re¬ 
sult fro'm sending instruments 
with low grade telescope into the 
field.

Winnipeg, March.—Chicago is 
preparing to entertain one million 
Catholics from all parts of the 
world during the 28th Internat¬ 
ional Eucharistic Congress to be 
held there June 20 to 24, accord¬ 
ing to M'sgr. Eroderu% of Prince 
Albert, Sask, who has just re¬ 
turned from, that city, whiere hej 
was making arrangements for ho¬ 
tel accommodation and entertain¬ 
ment for the large party of French 
Congress from western Canada. 
Be reports that all details for the 
transportation of this party by 
Canadian National special trains 
are now complete and expressed 
the opinion that this gathering 
will be a unique event in the his¬ 
tory of Catholicism in America 
as well as f(:ir tlhie railway which 
will have the task of transport¬ 
ing the miany housands of Can¬ 
adian Catholics to the convention 
city. 

In addition to the Ibieavy mn-ve- 
rnent of French Catholics which 
will take place from this city, St. 
Boniface and western* Canada 
generally, the German Catholics 
of the west have completed ar¬ 
rangements vdtli the National 
system to travel to Chicagioi. This 
means that several hundred mem¬ 
bers of the faith will reaclbi Win¬ 
nipeg! in special eauipmient on 
June 19 to be consolidated at this 
point for movement to CTncao’o. 

Eouipment has alsip' been r n sorv- 
ed for several hundred English 
speaking Catholics from the 
prairies, and passenger traffic of¬ 
ficials prediet that this will be.

The Annual Meeting of the Al¬ 
berta Division, Canadian Red 
Cross was held in tttue Palliser Ho¬ 
tel on March 9th, with a large 
attendance of delegates from the 
country. A n amosphere of op¬ 
timism and fiaith in the future of 
Red Cross was in evidence in thte 
excellent reports of the various 
departments of the Society’s 
humanitarian work, especially inj 
the field af the Junior Red Cro&s 
where the interest centres around 
the Children’s Hospital fiotr the 
sick and crippled. At present 
there are 900 branches of Jpnior 
Red Cross organized in the schools 
and a membership of 14,500. The 
program of w.ojrk! is under three 
headings; Health, Citizenship, 
and Service. Diu)ring the past year 
118 children were treated in the 
Calgary Red Cross Hospital. A 
feature of interest in connection 
with the cure of those suffering 
from tubercular bones has been 
tlhve construction of a solarium at 
the back of tlie Hospital where 
ten beds are available for cases 
requiring sun treatment. 

Other interesting reports were 
those of the Rural Hospital and 
Niuirsiiig Service, with details of 
tlhie Work at the Outpost Hospitals 
at Pouce Couple, Rife and Con¬ 
sort, and of the Home Nursing 
Classes; also the Health Educa¬ 
tion and Information Bureau 
which is responsible for the dis¬ 
tribution oir Healtlhi Literature in 
large quantities, as well as for the 
lectures Iby air and by lantern 
which have continued in popular¬ 
ity as a means of spreading the 
gospel of good health. 

Tlhie convention closed with a 
public lecture by Dr. McAllister 
ot fhe Red Deer Training School 
for Mental Defectives; also an il¬ 
lustrated lecture on the work of 
tlie Red Cross round the world as 
well as in the Province of Alberta

A commission of three professors 
in agriculture will make a survey of 
the province of Ontario to ascertain 
the soils best adapted to the culture 
of tobacco. The commission will 
act under instructions from the 
Minister of Agriculture. Soil tests 
are to be made on various farms 
and also at the government experi¬ 
mental stations within the tobacco 
districts. 


Government statistics show that 
the average wages per month paid 
to farm helpers in the summer of 
1925 over the whole of Canada was 
$40 for men and $22 for women. 
The value of board received was 
reckoned at $23 for men and $19 
for women. The total received, 
therefor, for wages and board in 
1925, was $63 per month for men 
and $43 for women. 


At the third triennial conference 
of the National Council of Educa¬ 
tion to be held in Montreal during 
the week of April 5, men famous in 
the world of music will deliver 
addresses which should add much to 
the knowledge of the subject. Sir 
Hugh Percy Allen, profeesor of 
music in the University of Oxford 
and conductor of the Bach Choir at 
London, will speak on “Music as a 
National Discipline.” 


Roy Andrews Chapman, the fam¬ 
ous explorer of New York, has 
sailed for the Orient on the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific liner Empress of Rus¬ 
sia bound for the Gobi desert where 
he will endeavour to establish def¬ 
inite proof that Ancient Asia was 
the Mother of Life in Europe and 
America. The Andrews caravan 
includes noted scientists, taxider¬ 
mists, photographers and a motion 
picture cameraman. 


The Chateau Frontenac at Que¬ 
bec will have been reconstructed and 
the entire building of 190 rooms will 
have been rendered fire-proof by 
June 1st, according to information 
from head offices of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway in Montreal. The 
burnt part of the Chateau has been 
rebuilt up to the fourth floor while 
the steel for the roof is in process 
of erection. * 


Major F. J. Ney, executive secre¬ 
tary of the Canadian Council of 
Education, returned to Canada on 
board the Canadian Pacific liner 
Montcalm after a tour of Pales¬ 
tine, Cyprus and Egypt where he 
laid foundations for the organiza¬ 
tion of the Mediterranean branch 
of the Overseas Education League. 
Lord Lloyd, High Commissioner for 
Egypt and Field Marshall Lord 
Plumer, Commissioner in Palestine, 
have both consented to become hon¬ 
orary vice-presidents of the League. 


When Lord and Lady Allenby 
were in Vancouver recently, a group 
of women whose husbands and 
sweethearts had been cared for by 
Lady Allenby during the war days 
in Cairo, thanked the “Lady of 
Mercy” for her care and attention. 
These husbands and sweethearts are 
now happily settled in the sunny 
Okanagan Valley of British Colum¬ 
bia and have banded in a unique or¬ 
ganization known as the Jaffa Gate, 
every member having passed 
through the Jaffa Gate into Jeru¬ 
salem. 


With a population of 9,000,000 
Canada has as much foreign trade 
as the United States had with a 
population of 76,000,000. Mining 
production in the Dominion is as 
great as when the United States 
had 38,000,000 people while Canada 
manufactures a3 much as the 
country across the border did with 
50,000,000 inhabitants. Today the 
Canadian per capita export trade 
amounts to $134 while in the United 
States it is only $37. _ 


According to figures for 1925 the 
growth of interest in First Aid effi¬ 
ciency is attested by the fact that 
1,698 men and women were success¬ 
fully examined on the whole Cana¬ 
dian Pacific system during the 
year. In all, approximately 25,000 
Canadian Pacific Railway employ¬ 
ees are now holders of First Aid 
certificates, while a large propor¬ 
tion have vouchers, medallions and 
labels indicating that they are far 
above the certificate standard, se¬ 
vere as that test of knowledge is. 


R. E. Larmour, general freight 
agent of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way, has announced that westbound 
lake and rail freight from eastern 
points will be accepted for shipment 
on the Great Lakes, subject to delay 
by reason of ice conditions, by April 
9, at Port McNicoll. The outlook 
for package freight, both east and 
west bound, is considered to be as 
good as last year when returns from 
this source were about equal to those 
from the carriage of grain.
